(Ron Randell), who summons 
Scotland Yard Inspector Brown 
(Bruce Seton). 


Fred Barnes (Peter Fon- 
taine), a reporter, tricks Stev- 
ens into admitting that Dr. 
Manning has been kidnapped 
and the story hits the head- 
lines. The kidnapper notifies 


Annette to have the _ police 
withdraw, and they do. 
Then Vera Clark, recogniz- 


ing the doctor’s picture in the 
paper, notifies Logan and 
Brown that she had seen him 
the morning he was abducted. 
They discover the room where 
Manning has been held and se- 
cure vital clues.

At the tobacco shop, Wally 
discovers that a customer has 
handed him a bank note with 
the serial number of one of the 
ransom notes.
